Non~Public School Aid Plans 
Face Court Challenges 


The Connecticut legislature 
last week passed a $6 million 
program to aid i^rochlal and 
other private schools, but an As­ 
sociated Press survey showed 
Sunday that this and most sim i­ 
lar efforts by other states offer 
only limited aid and face court 
challenges. 
The problem of church-state 
separation dates back 
more 
tean 170 years to enactment of 
the F irst Amendment of the 
Constitution, which prohibited 
Congress from making laws 
“ respecting an establishment of 
religion" and also prohibited le­ 
gal Interference with “ the free 
exercise" of religion. 
The most recent facet of the 
complicated problem has been 
the parochial school—the ele- 
mentary and high schools oper- 
ated by Roman Catholic arch- 
dioceses across the country 
which offer secular education 
with Catholic religious doctrine. 
Currently, they're In deep fl- 


nancial trouble. An Associated 
Press survey last March showed 
that many are being forced to 
close due to rising costs and a 
scarcity of teachers from rell. 
glous orders. 
As a growing number of paro­ 
chial schools have closed, creat 
Ing additional student loads on 
public school systems, an in- 
creasing number of bills are 
being Introduced In state legis­ 
latures to provide assistance to 
parochial schools from public 
funds. 
Some bills have been success­ 
ful, the AP survey showed, but 
most of these provide limited 
aid, and court tests are pending 
against some of these. 
In Connecticut, the aid pro­ 
gram would reimburse paro­ 
chial and private schools 20 per 
cent for salaries of teachers in­ 
structing In secular subjects. 
The state also would help pur- 
chase secular textbooks. If the 
schools practice an open enroll­ 
ment policy—not limiting stu-

Proponents argue that they 
pay taxes from which their chil­ 
dren get no benefit In public 
schools, and must pay parochial 
school tuition besides. 
The Supreme Court hasn't yet 
rendered a definitive decision 
on the constitutionality of the 
various forms of aid to paro­ 
chial schools. 
It has upheld the lending of 
textbooks bought with public 
funds to parochial pupils. But It 
also has left standing a ruling 
from a lower court holding state 
aid to church, affiliated colleges 
In Maryland unconstitutional. 
And it has pending before It a 
case to be heard In the fall as to 
whether the federal government 
may help construct buildings at 
church-related colleges. 
New York's constitution bans 
aid to parochial schools and 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller this 
year vetoed a bill which would 
have aided parochial colleges. 
Voters in 1967 turned down a re. 
vised state ccmstltutlon which 
would have repealed the ban on 
aid to parochial schools. 
The North Dakota legislature 
this year killed a b ill that would 
have provided direct grants to 
parents or guardians of non­ 
public school children to help 
defray costs. A property tax 
would have financed the plan. 
The California senate has ap- 
proved a b ill providing deduc- 
tlons to parents In computation 
of the state Income tax for tui­ 
tion paid at private or parochial 
schools. Its chances In the other 
house are unpredictable. Gov. 
Ronald Reagan Is <» record In 
favor of some sort of aid to 
these parents. 
Pennsylvania enacted a law 
last year earmarking $4.6 mil- 
lion from horse race revenue to 
finance n<x)publlc school aid be­ 
ginning in September.

Across from the dump Is the 
Smock Elementary School where 
children play ball In the play - 
ground. 
The closest residents to the 
dump are the Wendell Pikes. 
“This Is just like one huge 
ungodly nightmare,” said Mrs. 
Pike. “I walk around the house 
with a ball bat knowing they are 
somewhere around waiting to 
find something to eat.” 


The 150 rats her son killed 
w ere all found arovmd the trailer 
home. 
“ They start roaming about 3 
p.m. when the smell comes from 
the homes here,” she said. 
“ They must be awfully desper.

It n ow appears that the ap­ 
poin tmen t is a sop more to right- 
win g Democratic Sen ators than 
to Republican s — except for the 
Sen ate basso profun d o, Everett 
Dirksen . 
Sen . Tom Dod d , a 
Democrat, is Ote;Aa's staun ch­ 
est supporter. This brin gs up a 
situation which puzzles Republi­ 
can s. Nixon has gon e out of his 
way to warm up toSen ator Dod d 
d espite the fact that Dod d was 
on e of on ly six men in history to be cen sured by 
the Sen ate. 
Dod d was n ever in vited to the White House d ur­ 
in g the John son ad min istration after his cen sure. 
However, Nixon has twice in vited him or his 
family. 
On ce was for d in n er in hon or of the 
Dutch prime min ister; 
again , the Dod d chil­ 
d ren were in vited to the masked ball which Triela 
gave. 
A n ew type of Republican is n ow comin g to the 
fore in the Sen ate, in clin ed to b e quite In d e­ 
pen d en t of the White House on such m atters as 
the ABM, ethical con d uct, etc. The Dod d -Otepka- 
Nixon relation ship has shocked them. 
Amon g other thin gs they con sid er the Otepka 
appoin tmen t a vote of n on con fid en ce in Secre­ 
tary of State William P. Rogers, a very popular 
Republican . Rogers had upheld Dean Rusk's d e­ 
cision that Otepka was to be d ropped from the 
State Departmen t.

Mean whUe, there is an in terestin g n ew d evel­ 
opmen t In the Otepka case, n ow han gin g fire in 
the Sen ate. 
It pertain s to J.G. Sourwln e, chief coun sel for 
the Sen ate In tern al Security Committee, an d the 
man through whom Otepka leaked the State De­ 
partmen t d ocumen ts when both were tryin g to 
smear Walt Rostow, Uie Ken n ed y-John son n a­ 
tion al security ad viser, 
as a security risk. 
Sourwin e has been extremely an xious to get 
Otepka con firmed an d was the author of the 
Sen ate Jud iciary report praisin g him. It read : 
"M r. Otepka states he d oes n ot have an d has 
n ot had an y formal or in formal con n ection s 
with the John Birch Society or tlie Liberty 
Lobby or Mr. Willis Carto.” 
It n ow d evelops that just the con trary was 
the fact. Otepka d id have con n ection s with these 
organ ization s an d Sourwln e kn ew the above was 
n ot the truth. 
Despite this, he wrote a report 
which such able fact-fln d ers on the Sen ate Jud i­ 
ciary Committee 
as Sen s. Sam Ervin , N.C., 
an d John McClellan , Ark., embod ied m their 
report. 
The sign ifican ce of this is threefold :

The Birch Society an d Lllierty Lobby are 
organ ization s of the fascist right; 
while C ar­ 
to, foun d er of the Lltierty Lobby, Is the big wheel 
in the n eo-Nazi movemen t.

2. 
Otepka, In his n ew post on the Subversive 
Activities Con trol Board , will have the Job of 
passin g on right-win g subversives as well as 
left-win g subversives.

The fact that Sourwln e, Otepka an d some 
memtiers of the Sen ate Jud iciary Committee 
are attemptin g to d eceive the Sen ate, In d icates 
a return to the old witch-hun tin g d ays when truth 
was n ot con sid ered Importan t in makin g sub­ 
versive charges again st govern men t employees.

Tliree Democratic Sen ators, Ted d y Ken n ed y, 
Mass., Phil Hart, Mich., an d Joe Tyd ln gs, Md ., 
were n ot taken in by the Sourwln e report, an d 
voted n o. 
Sen . Charles Mathias, Marylan d Re­ 
publican , expressed public reservation s. Sen s. 
Birch Bayh, In d ., an d Quen tin Burd ick, Demo­ 
crats, kn ew the real story but kn uckled un d er 
to right-win g, n eo-Nazi pressure. Sen . Marlow 
Cook, the n ew Republican from Ken tucky, d id n 't 
kn ow the real facts. 
That's how Otepka got his Jud iciary Commit­ 
tee okay. 


What man y committee members d id n ot kn ow 
were the followin g con clusive lin ks amon gSour- 
wln e, Otepka an d Carto, spark plug of the n eo- 
Nazis. 
It was Sourwln e who first In trod uced 
Otepka to Carto. 
Out of this meetin g came a 
28-mln ute movie “ The Otepka Case," which 
Carlo's Liberty Lobby prod uced an d promoted . 
Sourwin e helped to film some of the sequen ces. 
The movie was used to spark a right-win g fun d ­ 
raisin g d rive w^lch n etted $26,135 to pay Otep- 
ka's legal bills. 
Despite these con n ection s whlchSourwln ehim­ 
self arran ged , he d en ied in his official report 
an y lin ks amon g Otepka an d the John Birch 
Society, the Liberty Lobby, or Mr. Willis Car­ 
to. 
However, when mtervlewed by Joe Tren to of 
World Wid e Features, Sourwln e n ot on ly ex­ 
pressed his high regard for Liberty Lobby, 
but wen t further. 
“ Liberty Lobby often re­ 
quests 
in formation 
about 
in d ivid uals 
an d 
Issues. . .1 d o n ot hesitate to supply an ythin g 
this d ed icated group requests." 
Yet 
this “ d ed icated group" brazen ly d is­ 
tributes “ Imperium," 
the “ Mein Kampf" of 
American Naziism, which is d ed icated to the un ­ 
n amed “ hero of the Secon d World War," easily 
id en tified as Hitler. 
The above gives some in d ication of how the 
Fascist wool was pulled over the eyes of some 
members of the Sen ate Jud iciary Committee in 
the Otepka case.

No m atter how men acin g to­ 
d ay's stud en ts look iron ) the 
citad el of maturity in the House 
of Represen tatives, an d n o mat­ 
ter how worthy that in stitution 's 
members may con sid er their 
own motives, the fact remain s 
that the Govern men t has n o 
con stitution al or other right 
to d istribute its aid on the 
basis of the social an d political 
views of poten tial recipien ts. 
It is in ten d ed in this bill that 
those who believe an d behave 
as Con gress appr<A^s will be 


reward ed , an d those who d on 't 
will be pun ished .

TTiey wan t more 
freed om frmn the mores, stan d ­ 
ard s an d attitud es of old er gen ­ 
eration s, whose way of life they 
n either ad mire n or fin d fittin g 
for their own lives; so Con gress 
proposes. In stead , to establish 
written cod es of behavior, an d 
to pay those who follow them an d 
pen alize those who d on 't. Even 
to d ebate such a sen seless pro­ 
posal 
makes 
the 
situation 
worse; it con firms precisely 
what all too man y youn g people 
believe about their eld ers an y­ 
way. 
It will be said ad n auseam, 
of course, that stud en ts have 
brought 
such a reaction on 
themselves by their d emon stra­ 
tion s an d sit-in s an d build in g 
seizures — that if on ly they 
had followed “d emocraticproc­ 
e sses" 
an d presen ted tlieir 
problems to the forces of “ rea­ 
son an d ord er," there would tje 
n o pun itive legislation an d n o 
police repression . 
There would be very little 
chan ge an d reform , too, as all 
too man y stud en ts at all too 
man y colleges have learn ed .

There was, moreover, n o d is­ 
ruption or rock-throwin g over 
the park issue un til after un i­

seized an d closed the park while 
d iscussion s 
about 
its future 
were sig>posed to be goin g for­ 
ward . 


On the last Frid ay in May, 
even so, 15,000 or more stu­ 
d en ts an d sympathizin g citi­ 
zen s 
of Berkeley oWain ed a 
permit an d staged a peaceful 
assembly to d ramatize their 
protest over the park seizure. 
There was n o violen ce, but lots 
of sin gin g an d flowers.

what was the respon se of the 
authorities? 


Fred Dutton , a member of

POLIO PROTECTION 
Summer was a nightmare prio r to the disco very o f 
po lio vaccine. Newspapers carried dally repo rts o n the 
number 
o f 
peo ple 
who 
were stricken . The early 
sympto ms resembled a respirato ry infectio n and when­ 
ever a child develo ped a co ld, the paren ts spent an 
anxio us 24 ho urs awaiting the o utco me. Any yo ungster 
with the slightest indicatio n o f po lio was ho spitalized 
fo r o bservatio n. Many o f these children were listed as 
having n o n parahiic po lio even tho subsequent tests dis­ 
pro ved the diagno sis. 
In 19 *^5, there were 13,850 cases o f paralviic po lio In 
the United States. Sho rtly thereafter, Salk vaccine 
became available and, in 19 60, the o ral (Sabln) pro duct 
was intro duced. Thanks to the vaccines, a dramatic 
dro p in the incidence o f the disease o ccurred and by 
19 67, o nly 41 paralytic cases were repo rted. 


The medical pro fessio n Is no w co ncerned that the 
new generatio n o f mo thers will be so co mplacent abo ut 
po lio that they will neglect to have the children im­ 
munized during the first year. Every baby that co mes 
into the wo rld adds to the number o f susceptible in­ 
fants in o ur po pulatio n. Unless immunized early, the 
tyke go es unpro tected until o f scho o l age. In 19 67, 13 
o f 
IS victim s were under 4 years o ld, 11 o f them 
never received 
po lio 
vaccine. 
During 
the first 11 
mo nths o f 19 6S there were 20 cases, all unimmunized 
pre-scho o l children. 
The danger multiplies as tlie number o f susceptible 
children in creases, especially in large cities. We might 
be pro ud o f the fact that, in 19 66, 70 per cent o f all 
pre-scho o lers received at least three do ses o f po lio 
vaccine. But in so me no nwhite gro ups, the percentage 
dro pped belo w 60. There is definite evidence o f a gro w- 


Ing co mplacency in that the numlier o f unvaccinated 
individuals is gro wing, 
a 
Preventio n is the answer in po lio . We have no remedy 
fo r the acute phase o f the disease when the virus is 
attacking the nervo us system and causing paralysis. 
The best so lutio n is ro utine Immunizatio n in the first 
year o f life.
